Last Week’s Registration 
of 22,528, Including 
3645. Yesterday, Puts 
Total Before Canvass 
at 389,298. 


In spite of the heavy registra- 
tion of St. Louis voters in the last 
week, amounting to 22,528, prob- 
abilities are that the vote here 
‘in the November presidential elec- 
tion, including ballots cast by 
soldiers who are not registered, 
will be about one-eighth less than 
the record 1940 vote.of 402,456. 

The number of voters enrolled 
yesterday, the final day, was 3645. 
This brought the total to 389,298, 
of whom 39,160 have been added 
since the Aug. 1 primary. The 
new figure is subject to revision 
by the precinct canvass, which 
may remove 10,000 to 15,000 names, 
leaving a net total possibly around 
375,000. 

Although last week’s enroliment 
was considerably heavier than had 
been expected, due to the activity 
of the Democratic City Committee, 
the CIO Political Action Commit- 
tee and the Republican City Com- 


mittee, it is not expected to result 
in a marked change from esti-, 
mates of the vote made a week 
ago. 
550 in Line at Deadline. 

Time for registration expired, 
under the law, at 5 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, but the Election 
Boami interpreted this liberally to 
alloy, enrollment of all persons 
waiting at that hour, numbering 
about 550. The lines were blocked 
off by policemen to prevent others 
from joining later. 


Those waiting at 5 o’clock in- 
cluded about 200 inside the elec- 
tion office at 208 South Twelfth 
street; about 200 in a half-block 
line on the sidewalk and 150 in 
the nearby old police garage. 
Earlier in the afternoon there had 
been two double lines a block long 
on the sidewalk. 


At 6 o'clock more than 200 
were still waiting inside the of- 
fice. The last of these was enrolled 
at 6:35. 

It had been taking abott two 
hours for a registrant to move 
from the end of a line, on arrival, 
to completion of his enrollment, 
although the clerks were averag- 
ing about seven persons to the 
minute for. completed registra- 
tions.

$7,900,000 POSTWAR PROGRAM 
ANNOUNCED BY FAMOUS-BARR

Expansion Plans Include Stores on North 
Side, South Side and in University City, 
and 600-Car Garage. 


Plans to construct department 
stores in North St. Louis, South 
St. Louis and University City as 
part of a $7,500,000 four-year post- 
war expansion program were an- 
nounced yesterday by Famous- 
Barr Co. 

The stores, two-story modern 
structures containing floor space 
equivalent to three floors of the 
concern’s downtown store, will be 
located at Kingshighway and Nat- 
ural Bridge avenue, at Kingshigh- 
way and Chippewa street and on 
Forsythe boulevard east of Jack- 
son avenue. They will cost, in- 
cluding ground and equipment, 
more than $4,000,000. 

In addition to the stores, the 
program includes construction of 
a patrons’ garage at Sixth and 
Pine streets at a cost of $375,000, 
a seven-story addition to the pres- 
ent warehouse at Market street 
and Spring avenue to cost $750,000, 
and improvements to the down- 
town store to cost $2,250,000. 

Morton J. May, president of the 


May Department Stores Co., oper- 
ators of Famous-Barr, said the 
program had been planned “to co- 
incide with and enhance the city’s 
Own postwar plan, Our plans, 
while not complete, are advanced 
enough to assure starting activi- 
ties at the earliest possible mo- 
ment after V-day.” 


May said each of the new stores

In its report yesterday, the com- 
mission said: “Although the com- 
pany has claimed it does not have 
sufficient equipment to a aim 
through service, the Commission 
is unwilling to believe that these 
deficiencies are insurmountable.” 

The commission then ordered 
its own engineering force to sur- 
vey the company’s equipment and 
announced it was withholding an 
order to force the company to 
provide full service during peak 
hours, pending the finding of the 
engineers.

“That fact, I am sure was un- 
derstood by all present,” Hershey 
said in a letter made public by 
the White House. The original 
comment was made at a press con- 
ference. 

Gov. Dewey has quoted Gen. 
Hershey as saying that it would 
be as cheap to keep men in the 
Army as to create another agency | 
to take care of them. Dewey used 
this in a speech in which he 
charged the Roosevelt administra- 
tion was afraid to let men out of | 
uniform because of a prospective 
jobless period after the war, 

The text of Gen. Hershey's letter 
to Roosevelt follows: 


“Widespread and recurring pub- 
licity has been given to a reply 
which I made to a hypothetical 
question in a press conference 
held in Denver in August of this 
year during my inspection of the 
State Headquarters of Selective 
Service in that city. This reply 
was given as my personal opinion 
in a field over which I have no 
responsibility. That fact, I am 
sure, Was understood by all pres- 
ent, 

“It was clearly indicated by me 
at the time that my personal 
opinion was not popular and 
would probably not be given con- 
sideration. There was no question 
at this press conference in Denver 
but that demobilization of the 
armed forces personnel was a re- 
sponsibility of the heads of the 
War and Navy departments, and 
not a responsibility of the Director 
of Selective Service. The interest 
of the Director of Selective Service 
in demobilization stems from his 
legal responsibilities for replacing 
veterans in their former positions 
or for aiding them in finding new 
ones. In fact, that was the pur- 
pose and the subject matter of the 
press conference and the circum- 
stance through which the ques- 
tion was asked in Denver. 

“I have refrained from comment 
since then, with the feeling that 
the announcements by the War 


and Navy departments subsequent |

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VETERANS: LOAN 
PLAN UNDER G. | 
BILL EAPLAINED 


Two Ways for Each Man 
to Borrow Up to $10,- 
000—Agency to Pay 


Part of Interest. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP).— 
The Veterans’ Administration, 
saddled with the most complex 
lending problem in the nation’s 
history, tonight made public an 
explanation of the basic interest 


and guarantee arrangements for 
loans to veterans under the “G. I. 
bill of rights.” 

At the same time, Harold W. 
Breining, assistant administrator 
in charge of finance and insur- 
ance, denied assertions of some 
banking groups that the bill and 
the final draft of regulations 
would lay the homecoming serv- 
ice man open to jerry-builders 
and land sharks. 


Two Separate Plans. 


Emphasizing that not only the 
bill but the tentative regulations 
to govern the administration of 
it are necessarily complicated, the 
Veterans’ Administration ex- 
plained how the bill would work 
under the two separate lending 
plans, 

Section 501 provides for loans 
to be made by anyone, with the 
Veterans’ Administration guaran- 
teeing up to 50 per cent, and the 
guaranteed part not to exceed 
$2000. The Veterans’ Administra- 
tion will pay the first year’s in- 
terest on the part it guarantees. 
The alternate, Section 6505, pro- 
vides for 100 per cent Federal 
guarantee or insurance of the 
money loaned, with a _ selected 
Federal agency making, guaran- 
teeing or insuring the principal 
loan and the bureau limited to an 
additional $2000 or 20 per cent of 
the total. 

Taking loans of $10,000 as ex- 
amples, the agency offered this 
explanation: 

Under Section 501: loan, $10,000; 
lender, anyone; interest: 4 per 
cent, or $400 a year with the pro- 
visions that the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration will pay $80 representing 
the first year’s interest at 4 per 
cent on $2000, the amount guaran- 
teed by the agency. 

- Under section 505: loan: $10,000; 
Jender: a Federal agency; interest 
Cpaid by veteran) 4% per cent 
Plus % per cent insurance charge, 
on $8000 of the total amount 


joaned; 4 per cent interest on the" 
a ; 


remaining $2000. Thus the veteran 
will pay annual interest of $400) 
on $8000 and $80 on $2000 for a 
total of $480. He still will get the 
same prepayment by the Veterans’ 
Administration of the first year’s 
interest on its part in the loan, 


Safeguards to Be Set Up, 


Either of these borrowing oppor- 
tunities is open to the veteran. 


Some bankers have raised the con- | 


tention that the first plan, with 
no provision for Federal Housing 
Authority inspection or appraisal 
on any building bought or built, 
does not provide the veteran with 
proper guards against crooked 
builders or crooked real estate 
dealers. 


The Veterans’ Administration, 
emphasizes however that, before 
it completes the regulations for 
loans to the ‘service personnel, 
adequate safeguards will be set up.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP).— 
The United States had a natural 
increase in population of 1,475,173 
in 1943, the largest since 1933, the 
first year for which complete re- 
ports were compiled, the Census 
Bureau reported today. A natural 
increase in population is the ex- 
cess of births over deaths. 

In 1943 births numbered 2,935,- 
171 and 1,459,998 deaths were re- 
corded. This made the birth rate 
21.9 per 1000 population, and the 
death rate 10.9, leaving a natural 
increase in the population of 11.0 
per 1000. 

Since 1915, the first year birth 
registration figures became avail- 
able, the rate of natural increase 
has been higher than that for 1943 
in only three years: 1915, 11.8; 
1916, 11.1 and 1921, 12.7 per 1000. 

The 2,935,171 births recorded in 
1943 exceeded the previous year by 
126,175; the birth rate of 21.9 per 
1000 was an increase of 4.3 per 
cent. 

New Mexico reported the high- 
est birth rate, 29.4 per 1000, New 
Jersey. the lowest, 19.1. 

In Missouri the birth rate was 
19.8 per 1000 population, with 74,- 
318 births reported; the death rate 
was 11.9 per 1000, with 44,465 list- 
ed. In Illinois there were 153,291 
births for a rate of 19.9, with 90,- 
875 deaths, a rate of 11.8. Arkan- 
sas listed 42,983 births for a rate 
of 23 per 1000, with 15,313 deaths 
or 8.2 per 1000. 

Other states with a low birth 
rate were New York, 19.4; Rhode 
Island, 19.5, and Kansas, 19.8. 

The 1943 death rate of 10.9 per 
1000 was the highest since 1937,

Authors Examine Various 
Types of Economic Control. 


The authors first examine the various 
types of economic control devices which have 
been suggested as ways of preventing Ger- 
many and Japan from re-establishing their 
military power. They conclude that while 
some of these devices have merit, and might 
usefully be fitted into a system of military 
force, the difficulties involved in preventing 
yearmament by economic measures, whether 
directed at raw material imports or at key 
industries, are so great as to preclude ef- 
fective control. 

From their analysis, Drs. Moulton and 
Marlio draw these specific conclusions: 


1. Territorial readjustments would not 
puffice. The authors here take cognizance 
of two proposals: one that Germany be 
broken up into a large number of small na- 
tions, the other that an independent Rhine- 
land state be created for the purpose of 
depriving Germany of its richest industrial 
region. Either of these measures, they con- 
tend, ‘“‘would have such profound economic 
repercussions, both upon Europe and the 
world as a whole, that it would be self- 
defeating.” As for Japan, the conclusion is 
that “the amputation of colonies and occu- 
pied areas is a first requirement’ in any 
control system, but that Japan proper must 
also be controlled lest the nearby areas again 
be seized in a new war of conquest. 


2. Economic plans designed to destroy the 
industralism on which war power rests are 
impracticable. This is found to be true for 
two reasons: (1) To reduce any highly de- 
veloped industrial country to-an agricultural 
status would leave a vast population in- 
capable of self-support and (2) would con- 
tract international trade at a time when an 
expanding world economy is of paramount 
importance for all nations. 


General Supervision 


Would Be Trade Barrier. 


3. Direct and general economic super- 
vision would be a two-edged sword. Such a 
system “‘would require a permanent army of 
foreign economic controllers . . and it 
could not fail to be a continuous impediment 
to production and international trade. . 
Any general system of economic control, to 
be genuinely effective, would have to be so 
comprehensive in scope and so disruptive 
economically that it would undermine world 
economic prosperity and thus work against 
enduring peace.” 

4. An indirect and partial control system, 
involving merely the allocation of strategic 
materials, would be inadequate. Under such 
an arrangement, systematic smuggling would 
be carried on; control of the products at the 
exporting end would be difficult because of 
their various sources and the conflicting 
economic interests involved; substitution in 
many cases would be possible; under chang- 
ing technology, it would ‘be impossible to 
determine the true normal peacetime require- 
ments of Germany and Japan, and hence 
stock piles might be gradually built up. The 
authors feel that if any such partial control 
system should be set up, it would soon be 
regarded as necessary to expand the system

into direct supervision of the whole internal 
economy. 

5. Direct controls over selected key indus- 
tries offer greater possibilities, but even 
these would not insure safety. The most 
promising key-industry controls would be 
over aviation and the aluminum and oil in- 
dustries, and, in the case of Germany, over 
the distribution of electric power for indus- 
trial uses. Even with these controls, how- 
ever, it might still be possible, through new 


technological developments, secret stock-pil- 


ing and the placing of orders in friendly 
countries, for a strong aggressive nation to 
beat its way back to military power. 

In addition to these concrete difficulties, 
the authors find certain general factors 
which bear upon the efficacy of economic 
control measures: 

6. The nations which assume responsibil- 
ity for preventing rearmament by economic 
means often have divergent interests, In a 
time of general’business depression, trade 
arrangements might be made with a quaran- 
tined country regardless of international 
commitments. ‘“‘The history of the past 25 
years affords little ground for believing that 
under the stresses and strains of great eco- 
nomic dislocations the necessary export con- 
trols could be maintained.” 


Sentiments Change 
With Lapse of Years. 


7. The controlling nations in time grow 
weary of enforcement responsibilities. After 
a war, the authors point out, there is always 
a strong determination to set up preventive 
measures, but ‘‘with the lapse of years 
hatreds and fears begin to subside, recollec- 
tion wanes, and tolerance, sympathetic un- 
derstanding and hope for a better future 
revive.”’ 

8. A general system of economic control 
would work strongly. against private enter- 
prise. Super-national administrative agen- 
cles, the authors argue, would have to be 
created, and in some fields a new type of 
cartelization might well be developed which 
would leave little room for private enter- 
prise. In any case, each government would 
have to allocate quotas of permitted exports 
to the various domestic producers. Thus it 
would not be possible for each individual 
company to use its own initiative in develop- 
ing outlets to the quarantined countries, or 
even to adjacent states which might be re- 
gardéd as trans-shipment centers. These 
and other complications of an international 
economic control plan ‘“‘would inevitably 
exert a powerful influence ign the direction 
of government domination of business, both 
in the international and domestic fields.”’ 


All these realistic considerations lead Drs. 
Moulton and Marlio to their conclusion as 
to the necessity for military force to pre- 
vent the resurgence of militarism in Ger- 
many and Japan. Not only, they point out, 
are economic control measures two-edged in 
their effect, disturbing to world stability and 
of dubious dependability, but in any case 
they cannot be enforced unless backed by 
adequate military power. ‘“‘The experience 
of the 1930s,’’ the writers add, ‘‘should have 
engraved this fact upon our memories.”’ 


Economic Measures 
Have Supplementary Place. 


Why, then, they ask, should not economic 
control devices be discarded altogether and 
complete reliance placed on military meas- 
ures? 

Because, they answer, there are certain 
economic measures which do have a supple- 
mentary place in a general control scheme. 
They enumerate three such measures, appli- 
cable both to Germany and Japan, ‘“‘which 


would not be very difficult to administer

and which, because of their preventive char- 
acter, would materially ease the problem of 
military control.’’ These measures are: 
1. Suppression of commercial as well 
as military aviation in Germany and Japan. 
2. Control of the aluminum industry 
through a ban on the production of alumi- 
num ingots. 
3. Elimination of synthetic oil plants. 
Obviously, military aviation must be pro- 
hibited. The suppression of commercial 
flying is urged because it is a training school 
for military pilots and because many planes, 
especially those of the transport type, can 
be quickly converted to war uses. ‘‘Without 
pilots trained in civilian life, quick prepara- 
tion for war would not be easy.” 


Difference of Views 
On Private Aviation. 


There are wide differences of view, the 
authors say, as to whether aviation controls 
should include the prohibition of individual 
private flying. Such a prohibition to the 
German people “‘would be a source of per- 
petual hostility’ and would be much more 
difficult to enforce than the suppression of 
regular commercial lines. The writers con- 
clude, however, that “for complete safety’ 
the prohibition of private flying of all kinds 
would be necessary. 

The effective supervision of civilian avia- 
tion, they continue, would be facilitated by 
control of the supporting industries—alu- 
minum and petroleum—in the manner sug- 
gested. 

In addition, with respect to Germany, it 
is found that military control would be 
effectively aided by the permanent super- 
vision of electric-power stations and high- 
tension transmission lines. 


“This type of control,” Drs. Moulton and 
Marlio explain, “has the great advantage of 
being able to affect quickly, in case of need, 
the output of numerous key war industries, 
such as magnesium, alloy steels, nitrogen, 
hydrogen and synthetic rubber. It 
seems highly probable that a generation 
hence the military importance of these in- 
dustries will be even greater than today.” 


The recommended devices, it is argued, 
would not in normal times appreciably dis- 
turb economic conditions within the con- 
trolled countries or dislocate international 
trade. They possess the advantage, more- 
over, of requiring ‘‘only a small number of 
administrators—in the main invisible.’ 


Military Problem 
Divided Into Two Parts. 


The economic measures outlined—hav- 
ing to do with aviation, oil, aluminum and 
electric power—are offered only as meas- 
ures to reinforce the military control which 
is deemed essential. 

The authors divide the military control 
problem into two parts: the immediate dis- 
arming of the enemy countries at the end 
of the war, and the permanent prevention 
of these nations from rearming. The first 
task is comparatively easy and requires no 
new administrative organization; the sec- 
ond presents real difficulties. 

One obvious solution of the rearmament 
phase of the problem would be permament 
military occupation. This is rejected be- 
cause of its cost, the large number of 
troops required, and the fact that “it would 
be a source of perpetual friction, involving 
continuous social and “political unrest.” 
Such a method, the writers urge, should 
be adopted only as a last resort.

Servicemen Must Know 
Nature of Obligations. 


The third group embraces those men 
with pre-service farm experience, but with- 
out any immediate prospects of obtaining 
a farm of their own. The final group is 
made up of those men without previous 
farm experience, but with a desire to try 
a hand at agriculture. Before us, then 
stands the question of what the nation can 


as farmers. 

The returned serviceman will probably 
come back to the land with the firm con- 
viction that contracts are made to be kept, 
and, that he has spent two or three years 
proving that promises, written or verbal, 
are not scraps of paper or meaningless 
sound. He is, therefore, entitled to know 
whether obligations he assumes in going 
back to the land are reasonable obligations 
and possible of fulfillment. 

It is quite true that there are now more 
farm units and more farm families than 
actually are needed in the country for ade- 
quate and efficient food production. Pro- 
duction costs could be decreased by reduc- 
ing the number of farms and farmers. Nor- 
mally, only about a half of the farm boys 
reaching adulthood are needed in agricul- 
ture to maintain the present number of 
farms. If more than this number who came 
from the farm to the armed services de- 
sire to return to the farm, it will obviously 
be necessary to eliminate some farm fam- 
ilies already out there or to increase the 
number of farm units.

Who Sidney Hillman Is 


The biggest, baddest wolf of the presidential 
campaign is Sidney Hillman. To hear the Re- 
publicans tell it, the man is equipped with horns 
and tail and he will certainly ruin the country 
if the President is re-elected. 

Just who is Sidney Hillman, anyway? 

Sidney Hillman is an old, familiar figure in 
this country whose name and career are well 
known to millions of citizens. We are not speak- 
ing of the Hillman who has suddenly become the 
Republican party’s bogy-man, but of the real 
flesh-and-blood Hillman. 

Since 1915, Hillman has been president of the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers of America, oft- 
en described as “the model labor union of the 
nation.” One of the reasons for this title is that 
Hillman, now being described as an evil and sub- 
versive force, is noted for co-operation with em- 
ployers as well as concern for employes. 

Many an employer in the garment trade will 
testify that Hillman told the exact truth when 


-he defined his philosophy as follows: 


We cannot ask from industry more than it 
can soundly afford to give....A union may 
win a strike and find that it has lost both 
the industry and the union. We cannot de- 
feat an industry; when we do that, we defeat 
ourselves. Labor must be industry-con- 
scious. 


Under Hillman’s leadership, the Amalgamated 
has done some amazing things. If a garment 
manufacturer in Newark or Birmingham or St. 
Louis appears to be losing business because his 
goods no longer please the public, it has been 
the custom of Hillman’s union to send a squad 
of expert style designers to improve the prod- 
uct. Of course, Hillman’s primary interest is to 
preserve jobs, but the effect of this policy has 
been to protect capital, too. The style design- 
ers and other union experts have often thus co- 
operated with employers to improve production 
techniques, to increase volume and profit, to re- 
duce overhead and to modernize styles. Hillman’s 
union has even lent money to manufacturers in 
order to keep them in business. 

For this man painted by the Republicans as 
something dangerous to the Republic is a banker, 
too. His union organized banks in New York and 
Chicago in 1922. They are good banks. They 
came soundly through the depression because 
of their conservative policies. 

And this labor leader, this friend of garment 
manufacturers in distress, this banker, is also in 
the insurance business. His union pioneered in 
unemployment insurance, and has paid out as 
much as a million dollars a year in bad times. 

Hillman, they say, is of foreign birth. Well, 
that awful indictment is true. He was born in 
Lithuania in 1887, and came to this country at 
the age of 20. Lt. Gen. William Knudsen, ap- 
pointed with Hillman to head the OPM, is also 
of foreign birth. He was born in Denmark in 
1879. What of it, in either case? 7 

Millions of Americans are of foreign birth. As 
the President said recently: “‘We are all descend- 
ed from immigrants, all except the American In- 
dians.” And there is doubt among anthropol- 
ogists that even the Indians are an exception. 
Since when, in the United States, is it a sin to 
be of foreign birth? 

The all-time low in the chatter about Hillman 
is the reference to his rabbinical education. This 
is a cheap appeal to anti-Semitism. Hillman is 
proud of that education. He tells of it in his 
sketch in Who’s Who in America. 

It is said of Hillman, too, that he was a revo- 
lutionary in Russia. Sure, he was. He agitated 
against the despotism of the Czar, as did millions 
of other brave men. He appealed for a 10-hour 


day for Russian workmen. For this, he was sent © 


to jail. How many of his present detractors 
would have the guts to go to jail for an ideal? 

Is Hillman a radical, a Communist party mem- 
ber, a fellow-traveler? As a matter of fact, he 
has been attacked more savagely by the Com- 
munists in past years than by Republican speak- 
ers in this campaign. They have called him a 
“labor-faker” and other choice names. Hillman 
for years fought Communist infiltration of the 
Amalgamated and the CIO, but all this was for- 
gotten because he co-operated with the Com- 
munist wing to capture control of the American 
Labor party last year. 

In the old days, Hillman was a sworn enemy 
of the radical Big Bill Haywood, who was trying 
to shanghai garment workers into the IWW. 

This dangerous man was described by Time 
magazine in 1938 as “the potent anti-Communist 
Vice President (of the CIO) Sidney Hillman, 
whose growing influence permeated the CIO 
convention.” 

Business Week summed him up in 1940 as “‘the 
key moderate in the CIO, champion of unity with 
the AFL, enemy of the Communist wing and 
challenger of the John L. Lewis propensity for 
going too fast and too far.” 

Hillman is chairman of the Political Action 
Committee, which is supporting Mr. Roosevelt. 
This committee is potentially important political- 
ly and is greatly feared by a lot of people. Up 
to date its candidates have been successful in 
some places and have been beaten in others. De- 
spite close investigation by Government agen- 
cies, no improper or illegal act has been estab- 
lished against the PAC, whose members are 
wholly within their rights as citizens in organiz- 
ing for political purposes. 

So this labor leader, co-operator with em- 
ployers, banker, insurance executive does not 
look like very much of a bogy-man when the 
truth is told about him. 
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Roses to Ida Thurber 


Out in Nebraska, a crackpot bluenose element 
under the leadership of a former Federal anti- 
liquor agent is trying to institute state-wide pro- 
hibition under a proposed law that would have 
made Andrew Volstead blush for the puniness of 
his own creation. The dry campaign, however, 
took a staggering blow in the desertion of Mrs. 
Ida M. Thurber, 73-year-old former militant 
worker for the Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union. 

“My experience during prohibition years,” said 
Mrs. Thurber, “convinced me that prohibition 
causes crime, wrecks homes and degrades many 
people morally and physically. I still believe in 
temperance, but I realize this cannot be achieved 
by forcing laws on people.” It is the voice of 
hard-won wisdom. 

For her radical notion that temperance should 
begin with temperance, Mrs. Thurber was ex- 
pelled from the W. C, T. U., whereupon she 


formed the Temperance and Tolerance Associa- 
tion of America. So long as the W. C. T. U, 
was determined to remain intemperate on teme- 
perance, it really had no other choice but to 
get rid of her. The loser from that severance, 
however, is not Ida Thurber. 
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Descent to Fiction 

The Mississippi Valley Flood Control Associa- 
tion, in opposing MVA as it has opposed TVA, 
has delivered itself of statements which deserve 
examination because they are typical of the wild, 
unsupported charges to which the enemies of 
TVA have been reduced. 

The association says TVA is “vociferously sup- 
ported by small majorities.” The plain fact is 
that fully 90 per cent of the people of the Ten- 
nessee Valley are ardent supporters of TVA—so 
much so that no politician with a grain of gump- 
tion would run for office there on an anti-TVA 
platform. 

The association says TVA is without "super- 
vision of revenues, expenditures, employment 
practices and operations in a number of un- 
related activities.” The fact is that TVA’s rev- 
enues and expenditures are audited by the 
Comptroller General of the United States and 
by certified public accountants and are account- 
ed for to Congress in an annual report. TVA 
has its own merit system of employment and 
promotion, which has been praised by all except 
the biased and disgruntled. 

One of the finest evidences that TVA is a suc- 
cess—one of the best proofs that it should be 
emulated, in principle, in the development of the 
Missouri Valley—is that its enemies (the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Flood Control Association among 
them), who would eagerly announce any dam- 
aging fact they could ferret out, are reduced by 
the absence of damaging facts to making charges 
that are only fiction. 


Their Town 

There were plenty of good intentions in the 
movement of a committee of citizens, headed 
by the playwright Maxwell Anderson, to perpetu- 
ate the name of Distomo, the Greek city de- 
stroyed by the Nazis. But they seem to have 
gone wrong, if the protests of angry citizens of 
Berlin, Ore.—which was to be renamed Distomo 
—are any criterion. 

Maybe the people of Berlin, Ore., like the 
name. It is conceivable that they would not like 
the strange name Distomo for their own com- 
munity, no matter how much the tragedy of that 
Greek town-that-was stirred their emotions. To 
change the name might involve all sorts of un- 
foreseen complexities—in records of marriages, 
births and deaths, in delivery of mail, and in 
other ways. 

If the name of Berlin, Ore., is changed, it 
should be done only upon the authority of a 
referendum vote of the citizens. It’s their town. 
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Schools Reopen in Italy 

One of the gravest problems of postwar re- 
construction is that of public education in the 
Axis and satellite countries. 
has been drilled into their children for years. 
There can be no hope that the new generation 
will have faith in democracy and peace unless a 
drastic change is made in educational policies. 

The problem is being met in a most intelligent 
fashion in the liberated areas of Italy, where 
schools reopen tomorrow for some four to five 
million children. The old textbooks, which in- 
jected Fascist doctrine into every subject, from 
mathematics to agriculture, have been discarded. 
Revised texts, prepared by Italian educators, are 
strictly factual. The curriculum is in charge of 
pro-democratic Italians, and Fascists among the 
teachers have been dismissed. The role of Al- 
lied authorities is general supervision, and such 
physical arrangements as obtaining schoolrooms 
and feeding children. 

It has been suggested that the Allies rewrite 
the school books and send in teachers for former 
enemy countries. Wiping out Fascist education 
will be greatly simplified if it can safely be left 
in native hands, as in Italy, instead of being im- 
posed from outside. What can be done in Ger- 
many? Italian schools were dominated by Fascism 
for 21 years, as compared with 11 years in the 
Reich, and it is probable that many anti-Nazi 
teachers will be freed from concentration camps 
or will return from abroad when Hitlerism goes. 

The job of conversion to democracy will be 
greater in Germany than in Italy. However, the 
process beginning in Italian schools today should 
offer many good pointers for the re-education of 
Hitler’s children. 


Good News With Reservations 

According to latest official estimates, this 
year’s harvests of both corn and wheat will top 
all records: That is excellent; such crops will 
be excellent until we have cleared the enemy out 
of conquered countries and fed the hungry 
people through their first harvest. And even if 
American farmers have prospered from unduly 
high prices, no one, after their protracted de- 
pression through Republican and Democratic 
times alike, will begrudge them this windfall. 

For the longer term, however, 1944's bumper 
crops are not so good. Having gone all-out on 
cereal grains, and having been paid bountifully 
for doing so, farmers are going to find it hard 
to cut down production when the need de- 
clines. The best hope of*the grain farmer is 
that national income, produced mainly in the 
cities, will go so high that people can afford 
vastly increased budgets of meat and dairy 
products, taking up some of the increased acre- 
ages of grain as feed. Even if that comes 
to pass, however, there will probably still be 
surpluses unless present acreages are reduced. 

Shall we, then, reduce the surplus by con- 
verting efforts to other crops which are not in 
surplus? It would seem simple wisdom to do 
so. There will, however, be a clamor for do- 
mestic price support and for subsidies so that 
American grain can compete in world markets 
against new lands with more modest notions 
about standards of living. On this matter, the 
record of the Roosevelt administration is clear 
—and Mr. Dewey has very explicitly promised 
more of the same. 

Must that be the way of it? It will be the way 
unless somewhere and in some way our colléc- 
tive wisdom can operate to replace palliation 
with some cures. 
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Thanksgiving now comes but twice a year.

We believe that this snide outburst was

The P.-D. editorial writer apparently 
barged or bilged up to his typewriter, put 
on his star-flecked gown and dunce cap, 
and then manipulated his trusty ouija 
board until the pixied gremlins “gave out” 
and told this psychic seventh son of the 
Veiled Prophet that Burke is an impos- 
sible candidate because he is an official of 


those naughty Teamsters and because his 
brother, Jimmy Burke, secretary of Milk 
Wagon Drivers’ Local 603, to quote the 
P.-D., is “reputed” to be a tough guy, a 
“muscle man.” Not a direct charge, but 
only an allegation. 

Moreover, he told himself that, since the 
hoity-toity crowd who tolerate him think 
all labor leaders are goons and sons of 
unmarried fathers, and vwan’t be trusted 
with public office regardless how clean, 
decent or intelligent they are, it must be 
necessarily so. To break this taboo would 
violate all Big Cinch traditions. 

The anti-Burke editorial vomit and the 
labored cartoons of Fitzpatrick were so 
far below their usual high standard that 
we thought someone had slipped the regu- 
lar editorial staff a Mickey Finn.

IF KAUFMANN LOSES, WATCH OUT! 


In a straight-out contest between A. P. 
Kaufmann, Republican candidate for Mayor 
of St. Louis, and his Democratic opponent, 
Patrick J. Burke, we have no doubt that 
Kaufmann would win hands down. Surely 
Kaufmann, with the fine record he has 
compiled in the City Hall, would have noth- 
ing to fear from Burke, 

The trouble is that the battle between 
Kaufmann and Burke, to be decided at the 
general election Nov. 7, is not a straight-out 
contest. If there is a Roosevelt landslide, 
or even if the President carries St. Louis 
by a comfortable margin, Burke may ride 
in on his coattails, That would be dan- 
gerous. 

So, unless there is an unexpected Repub- 
lican victory in St. Louis, Kaufmann faces 
the danger of being beaten by a political 


_ fluke. If he wins, in the face of a general 


Democratic victory, it will only be because 
large numbers of those who vote for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt scratch their ballots in 
favor of the Mayor. 

We know who Mayor Kauffman is and 
we know his record. 

But who is Candidate Burke? He is busi- 
ness agent of Milk Wagon Drivers’ and 
Inside Dairy Employes’ Union, Local 603, 
AFL. He has held no public office, except 
that of Deputy Sheriff, and when it was 
shown he held that office illegally, he was 
forced to resign. 

His brother, Jimmy Burke, is the czar of 
the Milk Wagon Drivers’ Union, its re- 
puted “muscle man” and the dynamo be- 
hind Patrick’s mayoralty candidacy. Jimmy 
is a tough, aggressive, domineering person, 
an old-fashioned type of roughhouse labor 
leader. There is a question, if Patrick is 
elected, of who will really be Mayor, Patrick 
or Jimmy. 

Jimmy Burke, Justice of the Peace in 
the Twenty-second Ward, was one of the 
chief lieutenants of Dan J. Murphy, former 
boss of the Teamsters’ Council, in the ’30s, 
when a series of bombings and murders 
caused police*to question officers of unions 


affiliated with the council. Other Murphy 
lieutenants were Timothy R. (“Ted”) Cro- 
nin, business agent of the notorious Service 
Car Drivers’ Union, and Lawrence Catan- 
‘zaro, known also as Lawrence Camie, busi- 
ness agent of Chauffeurs’ Local 600. 


Police inquiries in which component 
unions of the Teamsters’ Council figured 
between 1929 and 1939 included more than 
a dozen bombings and fires and four mur- 
ders. Two of the murders, both in 1938, 
were those of Arthur Schading, business 
agent of the Electrical Workers’ Union, 
after a quarrel with officers of the Team- 
sters’ group, and Raymond Foley, milk 
deliveryman, former chauffeur for Jimmy 
Burke. Both murders are still unsolved. 


So the background out of which Jimmy 
Burke emerges is hardly one to inspire con- 
fidence. It would not be wholesome for St. 
Louis to have Patrick Burke as Mayor if 
that should entall Jimmy’s strong influence 
behind him, 

Although he has been Mayor for only a 
little more than a year, Kaufmann has 
made a solid record. He has never aspired 
to the mayoralty, but was content with his 
post as president of the Board of Alder- 
men, which permitted him to carry on his 
law practice. Incidentally, he got to be a 
lawyer the hard way, studying at night 
while he worked in the day to support his 
widowed mother. 


® 
When Mayor Becker was killed in the 
glider crash, Kaufmann humbly and mod- 
estly took up his new duties. He knew he 
had a lot to learn as Mayor of a great city 
in wartime, and he was willing to learn. 
Seeking advice from civic leaders and other 
men of wide experience, he proceeded 
slowly and carefully, making few mistakes. 
As time has gone on, he has developed a 
fine grasp of municipal problems; he has 
pursued his tasks with diligence and indus- 
try; he has made himself widely respected 
and deeply admired by those who have 

come to know him best. 


So we think the choice between Kauf- 
mann and Patrick Burke is an easy one for 
St. Louis to make. But we warn independ- 
ent voters that, unless they take care to 
vote for Kaufmann, no matter who their 
choice is at the head of the ticket, they 
may get Burke for Mayor. And if they get 
Patrick Burke for Mayor, they may have 
on their hands Jimmy Burke, as Super- 
Mayor. That would not be so good, 


Fine Book by a Correspondent 
On Americans in Pacific War 


“Pacific Battle Line,” by Foster Halley. (Macm#l- 
lan Co., New York.) 

Because of the surfeit of books by war 
correspondents, it’s doubtful if Foster 
Hailey’s book will receive the attention it 
deserves. 

In the first place, it is not consciously 
dramatic; in the second place, there’s noth- 
ing particularly new or startling here. But 
the book does measure up admirably to 
the dimensions set for it—a recapitulation 
of America’s first two years in the Pacific. 
Rather, one should say the limits set for 
it, for even yet the whole story of our 
part in the Pacific war cannot be told. 

* . - 


Hailey states the one big fact terselv: 
“By June 7, 1942, six months after Pearl 
Harbor, the Japanese had won their em- 
pire. The task of the United States forces 
in the Pacific was to keep them from ex- 
ploiting it.” And Hailey knows a great 
deal about how the United States dealt 
with that task. 

As correspondent for the New York 
Times, he left home the night of Dec. 7, 
1941, and covered practically the entire 
war from the South Pacific to the Aleu- 
tians. His comments give the feeling of 
omnipresence because he frequently tells 
of simultaneous attacks, giving a broader 
picture than most correspondents who just 
give the data as gathered from their as- 
signed ships. 

The author keeps his own personality 
and reactions completely in the back- 
ground, so that the reader has a concen- 
trated picture of war. *His book is a sum- 
mary of the big battles, intimate glimpses 
of men like Halsey and the others who 
were responsible for the strategy, of heroes 
such as “Butch” O’Hare. 


Hailey pays unstinted tribute to those 
thousands of American boys who matched 
their own brand of bravery against the 
suicidal Japs, reminding us that “no Amer- 
ican on Guadalcanal, so far as anyone 
knows, ever surrendered to the Japanese.” 
To the uninitiated, his explanations of the 
techniques of life at sea during war time 
are illuminating: the refueling at sea, so 
necessary to naval battle; delivery of mail 
between ships; gunnery practice, etc. 

By the end of 1943, with a determined 
America on the offensive, there was atill 
a “long, hard road that stretched ahead, 
along which much blood and sweat would 
have to be shed. But the outcome was 
certain. It was only a question of how 
long.” HELEN CALN,

The heavy registration in New 
York City was heartening to the 
Democratic leaders. Keeping a 
close eye on the New York City 
situation was Chairman Robert E. 
Hannegan of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, who, after the 
first two days of the week’s regis- 
tration had indicated a _ total 
greater than that of 1940, de- 
scribed the figures as “encourag- 
ing.” Some of the Democrats in 
administration circles in Washing- 
ton went so far as to say that the 
New York City figures assured a 
Roosevelt victory in the state, and 
hence his election. 


‘Wise’ Money Waiting. 

The Washington Star continued 
to list New York as “leaning Re- 
publican,” but printed a report 
from its state correspondent em- 
phasizing the importance of the 
registration figures and saying 
that the “wise” betting money was 
being withheld pending the count. 
Meantime, said the Star, upstate 
“amatuer” money was being laid 
at odds of 11 to 10 on Dewey to 
carry the state, while the odds in 
New York City were 7 to 5 on a 
Roosevelt state triumph.

Governorship Races. 


On the theory that the more 
governors a party has in the 48 
states the stronger organization it 
can put in the field in national 
elections, both major parties are 
trying harder than ever this year 
to increase their present guberna- 
torial strength.

Easily Demoralized. 


“The youngsters and older men, 
brought out of shops and offices 
by total mobilization, are said to 
fight hard at first, but their inex- 
perience in the movement and 
handling of their weapons results 
in heavy casualties and this tends 
to demoralize the rest who then 
begin to surrender as the oppor- 
tunity offers. 

“Fully reformed divisions will 
probably appear in greater num- 
ber as time goes on, but the pre- 
vailing method of defense stil] 
seems to be by improvised battle 
groups some 600 or 700 strong. 
They began as flotsam and jet- 
sam from. all sorts of units and 
their equipment varied from good 
to very poor according to their 
success or failure in salvaging it.

During the last century diplo- 
matic and consular appointments 
were the chief source of patron- 
age of the political party in power. 
Public opinion gradually realized 
that when the representatives of 
this government in foreign coun- 
tries were selected solely for polit- 
ical reasons, the best interests of 
the nation were ill served. Consu- 
lar appointments were ther: placed 
upon a civil service status. 
Diplomatic appointments re- 
mained, however, as plums for 
men who had rendered servi‘ es 
to their party, and especially for 
those who were willing to spend 
their own money in order to ob- 
tain an official position in some 
foreign capital The consular 
branch came to be regarded as of 
secondary importance. The diplo- 
matic branch became the resort of 
the wealthy, many of whom were 
far more interested in the social 
opportunitieg they were afforded 
than in representing the true in- 


| terests of their own country. 
|Evolution of Career Service. 


At length public opinion again 
brought about an improvement. 
|Largely as a result of the persist- 
ent efforts of the late Representa- 
tive John Jacob Rogers of Massa- 
chusetts and of the late Wilbur J. 
Carr, for many years an able and 
tireless official of the Department 
of State, legislation was enacted 
by the Congress creating the For- 
eign Service of the United States, 
and consolidating within it diplo- 
matic and consular officials. In 
the years which have since 
elapsed the Congress has repeated- 
ly amended and perfected the ini- 
tial act. 

Today the Foreign Service con- 
stitutes a career to which men or 
women can be appointed only after 
exceedingly stiff competitive ex- 
amination, in which neither politi- 
cal influence nor private circum- 
stances wield the slightest influ- 
ence, Their subsequent promotion 
to positions of greater responsibil- 
ity comes from the proof they 
offer of their increasing value to 
the government, and neither 
favoritism nor political pull has 
anything to do with it. They hold 
consular or diplomatic positions in 
accordance with the special quali- 
fications which they may demon- 
strate for special posts. They are 
paid a salary which makes it pos- 
sible for them to represent their 
government decently, though far 
from lavishly. 


Misfits Weeded Out. 


The weeding-out process of mis- 
fits or incompetents is continuous 
and rigid. The result is that the 
Foreign Service today is com- 
posed of an exceptionally able 
body of United States citizens, 
drawn from every section of the 
country and from every walk of 
ife, well qualified by capacity and 
experience, as well as by a very 
marked patriotism, to represent 
this country abroad to our high- 
est advantage and to advance 
American interests, political and 
economic, throughout the world. 

When a Foreign Service officer, 
after many years of experience, 
reaches by promotion Class I, the 
highest class in the service, he is 
eligible for appointment by the 
President to the position of Am- 
bassador or Minister. 

During the present administra- 
tion a far greater percentage of 
appointments to such positions has 
been made from the Foreign 
Service than ever before. At the 
outbreak of the World War chiefs 
of mission appointed by President 
Roosevelt from the career service 
were serving in 17 of the other 
21 countries of the Western Hemis- 
phere, in the great majority of the 
European countries, and in every 
nation of the Far East. Their dis- 
tinguished, and in many cases 
brilliant, service in those critical 
days is now fully appreciated in 
the United States, 


‘Many Risk Lives.

Long since gone by are the days 
when the average American could 
with justfce regard the diplomatic 
representatives of his country as a 
conglomeration of silk-hatted and 
spatted snobs. They are today in 
their overwhelming majority aver- 
age Americans like himself: and 
rather tough ones at that 

There are still, of course, 
fects in the Foreign Service. 
very nature of the duties of the 
men in the service is responsibie 
for some of the difficulties. It is 
hard for a young American who 
enters the service, and who is kept 
abroad for a number of years, to 
remain in close touch with de 
velopments in his own country, 
to realize how his fellow citizens 
are thinking and feeling, and to 
grasp fully the whys and where- 
fors of American policy. 

It is also difficult for him, when 
most of his dally work is con- 
fined to dealings with officials or 
prominent citizens of the country 
where he may be stationed, to 
see much of other social levels 
and thus to gain a well rounded 
impression of the life of that 
country. There is much in the 
idea once favored by the Presi- 
dent that the vaiue of the mem- 
bers of the Foreign Service as 
Americen representatives would 
be increased if they could pertod- 
ically be returned to the United 
States for brief periods of actual 
duty in some form of United 
States enterprise. 


Some Able Outsiders. 


Nor are all senior members of 
the Foreign Service necessarily 
qualified to fill some diplomatic 
missions as capably as Americans 
who have made their mark in 
other forms of activity. Our coun- 
try has often been represented 
abroad most ably by men who had 
had no previous diplomatic train- 
ing. The value of an American 
ambassador in some highiy im- 
portant post depends in the last 
analysis upon the ambassador's in- 
dividual qualifications for that 
mission, It may. be that long 
training in the Foreign Service is 
a desirable asset. It may equally 
well be that certain other qual- 
ties, which cannot be found in per- 
sons who have come up through 
the service, may be more valuable 
in a given instance. 


The tendency in some sections 
of the press to insist that a man 
appointed to high office from the 
Foreign Service is necessarily 
hidebound or reactionary is wholly 
unjustified by fact. But the tend- 
ency on the part of a few mem- 
bers of the Foreign Service to 
maintain that any appointee from 
among their ranks should be re- 
garded as sacrosanct and not sub- 
ject to public criticism is quite as 
unwarranted. 


An American Ambassador, what- 
ever his previous career, is a pub- 
lic servant. Any public servant is 
rightly liable to public scrutiny 
and to public criticism. There is 
no more necessary nor salutary 
feature of our democratic system 
of government.

An Ambassador’s personal fit- 
ness for a special assignment is

But the chances of Negrin, or 
any other important Spanish 
refugee getting to France soon are 
dim. For one thing, the priority 
of winning the war against Ger- 
many prompts the Allied authori- 
ties—who still control all travel to 
liberated Europe—to avoid politi- 
cal controversies wherever they 
can. They do not want any 
“diversion” started which would 
distract concentration on major 
military plans. 

Refugees here profess ignorance 
as to what kind of underground 
organization the “Supreme Junta 
of the National Spanish Union” is. 
They imdicate suspicion toward it. 
Recent press dispatches have re- 
ported that the union sent an open 
letter to De Gaulle asking for as- 
sistance and protection for Span- 
ish anti-Franco elements in 
France, and calling for immediate 
guerrilla warfare in Spain. 


Groups Lack Unification. 


It appears that Spanish refugee 
groups are just as disorganized 
and disunited as ever. Although this 
this can be attributed largely to old 
political differences, it is also part- 
ly due to the supreme difficulty of 
travel and communication for such 
people as Negrin in London, and 
Indalecio Prieto the Socialist lead- 
er, who is in Latin America. The 
Negrin group is not participating 
in the recently formed Committee 
of Liberation which Prieto is ap- 
parently backing 

Loyalist quarters in London re- 
cently received “encouraging” re- 
ports of the extent and strength of 
organized Spanish republican as- 
sistance to the French Maquis 
during the battle of France. Two 
“large garrisons’ of Spaniards in 
Toulouse alone were reported to 
have fought at the side of the 
Maquis against the Germans. An 
accurate estimate of the number 
of such organized Spaniards in 
France is not avaliable but it is 
supposed to be “several thousand.” 

If the report is authenticated 
that the Spaniards played an im- 
portant part in the liberation of 
France, the republican ranks hope 
that it will strengthen their hand 
for a showdown with Franco.

Rearmament Detection, 


The writers suggest that the ad- 
ministration of the military con- 
trols be delegated to a rearma- 
ment detection and prevention 
board, with perhaps not more than 
five members, largely military of- 
ficials. This board would have at 
its disposal the “requisite military 
force” and would possess the pow- 
er of independent action within 
the scope of its delegated author- 
ity. Only through such an agency, 
it is contended, “can we escape the 
political inhibitions, conflicts and 
delays incident to obtaining agree- 
ment from parliamentary bodies.” 

The board would have the fol- 
lowing powers: (1) to maintain 
supervisors within key industrial 
areas, Charged with detecting eva-

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(2) in case of evasions, to 
warn the government concerned 
that they must be stopped immed!t- 
ately; (3) if such warning is not 
heeded, to apply coercive meas- 
ures, 


The argument dismisses the con- 
tention of some that if evasions 
are discovered, measures’ should 
be taken directly against the of- 
fending individuals. The prac- 
ticable approach, in the opinion of 
the Brookings writers, is to call 
the responsible governments to 
account, for “only by coercing the 
government involved can war 
preparations be kept under con- 
trol.” 

Several types of coercive action 
might be taken, including “such 
drastic measures as bombing the 
seat of government, bombing or 
shelling vital ports or key indus- 
trial cities, and the invasion of 
the country by ground forces.’ 

“Failure to take prompt and 
drastic military measures,” the 
argument runs, “would imperil the 
future peace of the world. The 
time to check a new waf prepara- 
tion is at its beginning. This re- 
quires quick, decisive action — 
strong measures in case of con- 
tinued*minor infringements This 
is the lesson of the 1930’s,” 

To the suggested control sys- 
tem are ascribed three distinct ad- 
vantages: Its relative cheapness, 
its minimum of interference with 
the normal peacetime life of the 
defeated countries, and the fact 
that it involves almost no govern- 
ment control over international 
trade relations. 

The authors answer a number 
of objections to the use of the 
suggested military measures, 


Cost of “Law and Order.” 


It has been said, for instance, 
that the use of force to maintain 
peace is itself a form of war. The 
answer is that the enforcement 
problem is directly analogous to 
that of maintaining interna] or- 
der. “The exercise of the ordi- 
nary police power often involves 
sacrificing the lives of innocent 
bystanders. This is accepted as 
the unfortunate cost of law and 
order.” 

Again, the. argument is  ad- 
vanced that “true peace can only 
be achieved through spiritual re- 
generation.” The authors reply, 
as realists, that “we cannot safely 
count on moral regeneration to 
prevent Germany and Japan from

Thus the problem narrows down 


ito one of learning what reasonable 


opportunities exist in developed 
farming communities and placing 
servicemen in contact with these 
opportunities. An illustration of 
the approach to _ this problem 
comes from a South Dakota coun- 
ty which surveyed all its neigh- 
borhoods to learn what the possi- 
bilities were. A complete inventory 
was made of farmers who would 
be forced to retire, those who 
could use partners, farms which 
could support additional workers 
—or by subdivision additional 
families above the status of a 
hired laborer—and possibilities for 
a part-time farm employment, as 
well as other prospects. 

The analysis and other studies 
of the very complex problem 
have resulted in the f8rmation of 
certain principles and suggestions 
which may help to avoid perpe- 
trating a crime of even greater 
magnitude than that at the close 
of the last war when _resettle- 
ment programs throughout the 
midwest were almost 100 per cent 
failures. 


Principles and Suggestions. 
Principles and suggestions 
which seem essential for the satis- 
factory development of farming 
opportunities would include the 
following: 

(1) An effective farm unit. 
The farm must be _ sufficiently 
productive to allow the operator 
to meet operating expenses, fam- 
ily living costs, and fixed charge 
obligations for capital borrowed, 
with some margin for savings, 
so that he may retire his debts. 

(2) An adequate financing 
program. Inadequate financing 
programs are as good a guaran- 


tee of failure as the wrong farm- 
ing system, low land productiv- 
ity, poor management ability, or 
temperament unsuited to an 
agricultural way of life. 

Balanced organization of all 
the factors concerned. Failure 
to include in the program the 
willingness to work hard will 
usually guarantee failure, but 
substituting a strong back for 
an untrained or a lazy mind is 
poor business, 

4. A situation which will per- 
mit farming servicemen to live 
like his neighbors or his buddies 
in other jobs. 

5. Information from impartial 
sources such as the Experiment 

Station, county agent, or success- 
ful farmers in the neighborhood 
is a primary obligation. 

Some 10 or 12 per cent of our 
farm operators will be anxious to 
retire when servicemen return. 
This probably will be the best op- 
portunity for the service man if 
he has had sufficient managerial 
experience to justify turning man- 
agement over to him. Many re- 
tiring farm operators really should 
retire on the farm, Thus they can 
avoid breaking away entirely from 
the farm way of life, and can be 
available to guide the service man, 
if he lacks enough experience. 

Two-Family Farms. 

Illinois iaeeadine particularly 
the need for developing facilities 
for two families on the family 
farm because so many farming 
tasks are two-man jobs and be- 
cause this is a direct step toward 
giving the second worker a start 
in management. Much farm labor 
difficulty in the Corn Belt during 
the war is the result of inadequate 
living facilities for married hired 
help. When the service man re- 
turns, whether as a worker or part 
or full manager, he may be mar- 
ried and need a house and its sur- 
rounding conveniences. 

In practically all parts of the 
Corn Belt it would require from 
10 to 15 thousand dollars to fi- 
nance an adequate family farm 
unit. Financing on such a scale, 
however, has never been contem- 
plated by legislative authorities. 

Iowa suggests that for estab- 
lishing service men on lands now 
used for military purposes, a re- 
habilitation plan should include 
selling them the farmstead for a 
long term, so that they will not 
be required to finance the pur- 
chase of the entire farm unit.

To another objection, that the 
military control plan does not go 
far enough, the reply is made that 
of course it would not insure uni- 
versal peace; that all that can be 
claimed for it is that it would pre- 
vent Germany and Japan from 
again embarking on international 
conquest. “But,” it is added, “it 
seems clear that the prospect for 
world peace would be enormously 
improved if the military power of 
Germany and Japan were de- 
stroyed. These are the only na- 
tions of modern times which have 
conceived of aggressive war not 
only as an inherent right but also 
as an essential instrument for the 
realization of national aspirations 
and the fulfillment of racial mis- 
sions.” 

Again, it is objected that the 
adoption of a plan applicable to 
Germany and Japan alone would 
work against the creation of a 
world peace system. The authors 
contend, to the contrary. that the 
road to world peace will be 
smoother if we do not combine the 
problem of preventing rearma- 
ment in Germany and Japan with 
the manifold problems with which 
a general association of nations 
will have to deal. 


Hesitated to Disarm. 


After the last war, Drs. Moulton 
and Marlio point out, the imme- 
diate disarmament of Germany 
and the eventual disarmament of 
the world were included in the 
Same plan, with disastrous re- 
sults. The major powers hesitated 
to disarm because the League of 
Nations possessed no _ military 
power adequate to prevent the 
military resurgence of Germany. 
In turn, the failure of these pow- 
ers to. disarm gave Germany an 
excuse for rearming.

| We emphasize that, so 
‘long as it has not been demon- 
‘strated that through collective 
‘action we can prevent rearma-

“We are in favor of the de- 
velopment, as rapidly as possible, 
of a genuine international peace 
system.

The 
first essential is, through collec- 
tive action, to keep Germany and 
Japan disarmed. As this experi- 
ence proves successful, and as 
world conditions become more 
stable, the ground will have beer 
laid for a general reduction of 
armaments and the establishment 
of a universal war reventive sys- 
tem. 


“The necessity for eliminating 
the excessive 
paredness will constitute 
tinuous and growing 
this direction. The 
quickest means of realizing an 
effective universal peace system

George Mason simply 
wouldn’t consider it.

AN FRANCISCO revisited after an almost inexcusable 
S lapse of a year and a half is still, bar none, the most ex- 
citing and vital city in the land and one whose satisfac- 
tion and urbanity are only in the slightest manner abated by 
the necessities of the times.

A great deal of the urgency, 
emotional concentration and rigidity of military restrictions 
which characterized the town a year and a half ago have gone 
by the board. True, there is a universal midnight curfew and 
the military may not drink spirits in public until teatime, bu 
San Francisco has fun. .

attempt to giggle their way out 
of their jam, under the appar- 
ent illusion that youth and 
family standing renders them 
immune, Emily, whose Junior 
League intimates call her

idea. Why not make a book of 

it. It was okay with Publisher 
French. There were difficulties. 
The serial type couldn’t be. left 
standing until the story was fin- 
ished. There was not enough type 
in the Wave office for that. So each 
week, when the paper was out, the 
serial type was made up in book 
form and that many pages printed. 
When the serial ended the last 
pages of the book were printed 
and it was ready to be bound, 


So “Driftwood of the Current” 
was published, with William Aden 
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French as author and publisher, 
for he had written the story, set 
it in type, proofread it, run it in 
his paper, made it over into a 
book, did the press work on it, 
bound it and piled it up in the 
corner of the Wave office. As his 
own promotion man he publicised 
it in the Wave and invited the 
folks to come and get it, 


The way they came and got it 
convinced William Aden French, 
editor, author, printer, proofread- 
er, pressman, binder, promoter and 
publisher, that he had something 
there, He went to work on another 
book, first run as a serial, that 
he called “Oakley of the Ozarks.” 
Then came “Wrestling the Wilder- 
ness.” Now it is “Strength of the 
Hills.” 


French's technique is to outline 
the story briefly and make up his 
mind how it is going to end and 
then go to work on the linotype. 
As he goes along he adds and 
takes away as the spirit moves 
him. So the story grows from week 
to week. It may spin out a third 
longer than was indicated in the 
synopsis, 
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Publishing his own books has 
worked out very well for French, 
In the first place he doesn’t have 
to bother with publishers, who are 
sometimes hard to please. In the 
second place he gets all the profits. 
And his books have been very well 
received, He is rather modest, he 
says, but he has had a great many 
compliments, The home folks es- 
pecially like his books, For one 
thing he doesn't make fun of the 
hill people. He's an Ozarkian him- 
self and he expects to go on living 
among them. 

French is a poet as well as an 
author. In fact he was a_ poet 
first. At the age of 10 he wrote a 
poem. His mother sent it to a 
big town newspaper and it was 
published. He has been writing 
them ever since. Whenever there 
is no serial copy ready he puts a 
poem in the paper. Around here 
they say he is as good as Eddie 
Guest, though he doesn’t try to 
turn out one a day. His idea is 
to keep up the quality. His next 
book, he thinks, will be a collec- 
tion of his poems as they have 
appeared from time to time in

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Chinese-Born SPAR 


Blonde Lynn Roberts 
Tells of 'Native’ Land 


By Jack Balch 


NUMBER of performers in “Tars and Spars,” the highly 
A professional variety show currently on stage at the Mis- 
souri Theater, where the show alternates with a movie for

esting story to tell of the enemy 
(and, conversely, of our Allies) than 
Seaman First Class Lynn Roberts. 
She’'was born in China, escaped from 
the Japs, got to England as a refugee 
(after the ship she was on was at- 
tacked by a German submarine) in 
time to hear Winston Churchill de- 
clare war against the Japs and Nazis, 
just to point up a few highlights, and 
joined the SPARS soon after coming 
to this country because “a number of 
my relatives are still prisoners of the 
Japs, and I want to swell the list of 
LYNN ROBERTS anti-Axis fighters at least by one.” 
Part of the story she tells concerns a present she received from 
one of her family’s Chinese ‘boys’ (servants) when she left China 
in 1939. The present was just a Buddha image, of a kind that’s 
as common to China and as numerous in that country as rice 
fields. But something about that present, as she explained to me, 
had as much to do with her presence here in the uniform of the 
SPARS as had the Japs.

I believe this is only a tem- 
porary separation.” Father (who comes from. Texas originally 
and went to China as a United States Marine during World War 
I and stayed) and my sister remained in China, and were taken 
prisoners. Father returned to America recently on the exchange 
ship Gripsholm and is now in Honolulu. But sister, who’s only 
13, is still in a concentration camp, with other relatives of mine, 
in China, 

“Well, this ‘boy’ and the present ... the ‘boy’ was one of 
those typical Northern Chinese, about 6’2” in height, and he 
lived with us, with his wife and child, at the time of our ‘sep- 
aration’. He'd come down to us at Tsingtao from. Manchuria, 
where his home had been bombed by the Japanese in 1937. Three 
of his four children had been killed in the explosion. He never 
talked of his tragedy, but he knew better than we did that war 
And when he gave me this Buddha, it had a spe- 
cial meaning made up of that knowledge, his suffering, his faith 
in eventual victory, and his good-will toward us, his friends. 
The Buddha, in short, was what the Chinese call a ‘Happiness 
Buddha, It got its ‘happiness’ quality by being ringed with chil- 
dren, traditionally, with the Chinese, the symbols of happiness, 
And by giving it to me, he was saying a prayer that we'd turn 
out in the end to have a reunion of the family to make a vic- 
torious peace more complete for us than it could be now for him.”

MOST PEOPLE today try to 
| give the child the brief bare facts 
they ask for. We must search 
|for the other causes of excite- 
iment. First, make sure the parts

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“LARRIKIN” 

One souvenir the boys will! 
bring back with them from Eng-| 
land and Australia is the collo- 
quialism ‘“Larrikin”’—the equiva- 
lent of our “hoodlum” or “hooli- 
gan”’—and with as intriguing a 
background. 

“Larrikin” was introduced into 
the British Empire about three 
quarters of a century ago-—-about 
the same time, incidentally, that 
“hoodlum” made its debut in the 
United States. Its initial recorded 
appearance was in the Melbourne 
Herald of April 4, 1870, in the 
report: “Three lariking ... had 
behaved in a very disorderly man- 
ner,” 

At the time it was conjectured 
that this term for (juvenile) row- 
dies was a newspaperman’s cor- 
ruption of an Irish policeman’s 
pronunciation of larking, but this 
is now considered baseless, 

The origin of “larrikin” cannot 
be stated with certainty. The best 
evidence on the subject, however. 
indicates it to be a diminutive of 
Larry, the Irish nickname for 
Lawrence — which might easily 
have been the name of some of 
the earliest larrikins! 

Similar derivatives, not so fre- 
quently used, are “larrikiness’ for 
a female tough and “larrikinism’”’ 
for the habits and practices of 
this offensive species. 

The story of “larrikin” does not 
make the variety any more pleas- 
ant to have around—a rowdy by. 
any other designation is no less 
undesirable; but let those who 
can take such comfort as they 
can from its rather engaging, at 
least harmless, background.

On occasion the snatch pickup is used to recover gliders after 
men have been landed behind enemy lines for sabotage. 
The technique is expected to be important aid in postwar 
cargo transportation, by enabling cross-country transport 
planes to pick up cargo-laden glider “trailers’’ without inter- 
rupting the transport’s flight. Pickup method consists of 
plane flying low over field where glider is parked ready for 
tow and “snatching” a towline with a special grappling — 
under the plane’s belly. Pickups can be made with plane 
at a speed as high as 130 miles an hour, from even 
grass or weed covered fields little more than 100 feet 
long, provided pickup planes can swoop low over them.

I’ HAPPENED far back—in the very early 
1890’s. 
home, a young engineer, named Henry Ford, 


In. the kitchen of his Detroit 


was testing a principle of the internal com- 
bustion engine.

Present fa- 
cilities have been taxed to their limits as a 
result of wartime growth of population, 
gasoline rationing, and difficulties of replac- 
ing obsolete vehicles, or purchasing addi- 
tional rolling stock, although 200 new 


busses have been ordered, 100 of which are 
scheduled to be delivered in 1945. Con- 
gestion also tends to aggravate itself, as 
greater time consumed in loading and un- 
loading heavy traffic slows up schedules. 
Maintenance problems also have increased 
because old cars have been pressed into 
use, vehicles cannot be kept out of service 
long enough for thorough repairs, and be- 
cause of a shostage of repair workers. Pic- 
tures on this page illustrate some of the 
present conditions during rush periods in 
morning and evening. Company officials 
estimate busses and trolleys have more than 
one million riders a day, or 400,000 to 500,- 
000 individual patrons, some riding two or 
three times daily. "

A GREAT American citizen, as 


President Roosevelt said, 


was lost in the death last . 


Sunday of Wendell Lewis Willkie. 
A powerful progressive force in 
the United States and the world 
was lost. 

Willkie’s career was one of 
the most amazing phenomena 
in American political history. 
Though his immediate back- 
ground in 1940 was the headship 
of a giant public utility holding 
corporation, though he ran for the 
presidency as a Democrat-turned- 
Republican, he polled more than 
22 million votes, or more than any 
Republican candidate had ever 
received. It was not idly, there- 
after, that he talked about the 
“loyal opposition” to the Presi- 
dent. Seeing clearly the issues 
in the war against the dictators, 
he rose above party expediency 
to advance the cause of democ- 
racy throughout the world. He 
burned himself up in this cause. 

There must have run in his 
veins some of the rebel blood of 
his ancestors: All four of his 
grandparents were refugees who 
fled Germany in the political 
migration of 1848. At the Univer- 
sity of Indiana he was a campus 
“barb” till his senior year. He 
won the presidential nomination 
in 1940 by politically unorthodox 
methods; he conducted his cam- 
paign in his own fashion; he 
continued after defeat to be a 
non-conformist. 

Non-conformity cost him his 
chance for the Republican nom- 
ination this year, but it raised him 
in stature as a citizen. He was 
ahead of both parties in his fierce 
demand for guaranties of an 
abiding and a democratic peace. 
Many had come to look to him 
for guidance. Conceivably, if he 
had lived, he could have deter- 
mined the course of the present 
election. As an English news- 
paper said in reporting his death: 
“He lost an election and won 
greatness.’ 
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at a press conference at Hotel Statler. 
Willkie, unti] the time of his death from 
corgnary thrombosis last Sunday at the age 
, retained a popular following among 
Republicans despite 
the opposition of the G. O. P. “Old Guard.”
